The Secretary of War carried out the President’s insular responsibilities: 

• from December 13, 1898, in the Division of Customs and Insular Affairs 

• from December 10, 1900, in the Division of Insular Affairs, and 

• from July 1, 1902, in the Bureau of Insular Affairs, which was abolished July 1, 1939 

Executive Order No. 6726 of May 29, 1934, established in the Department of the Interior the 
Division of Territories and Island Possessions, which was renamed: 

• the Office of Territories on July 28, 1950 

• the Office of Territorial Affairs on July 1, 1971 

• the Office of Territorial and International Affairs on June 6, 1980, and 

• the Office of Insular Affairs on August 4, 1995 

Secretary’s Order No. 3287 (July 2, 2009) restored the Assistant Secretaryship. Through the 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and the Office of Insular Affairs the Secretary of the Interior is the civil administrator of 
thirteen of the fourteen U.S. territories (all but Puerto Rico). [Vide the Presidential Memorandum of July 25, 1961, the 
ninth anniversary of the creation of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.] Please note that every E-mail message that I send 
or receive is subject to release under Freedom of Information Act requirements. 
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
